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THE WOODSHED PASSES 
It is rather odd, when you stop to think abou t 
it, that no one has paid mu ch attention so far 
to the / passing of one of the greatest and most 
distinctive of all American institu tions the 
woodshed. 
A very few years ago the woodshed was a prime 
featu re of all American homes—except, of cou rse, 
those of the wealthy, who don’t cou nt anyhow. 
Bu t today it is well on the road to extinction. The 
farmer, to be su re, still has his; bu t will he keep 
it long, what with the spreading of gas mains, 
electric power lines and synthetic gas tanks to 
the ru ral regions?

This, in a way, is too bad; for the woodshed 
had its points. It was not only a good place to 
keep and split wood. It was an indispensable, 
all-arou nd handy room; a place where odds and 
ends of things cou ld be stored, a place where 
the head of the hou se, if handy with tools, cou ld 
make su ch gadgets as window screens and trel­ 
lises for the rose bu shes, a place where ju nior 
cou ld park his bicycle and sister cou ld keep her 
doll bu ggy. In other words, it was an exceed­ 
ingly u sefu l adju nct to the hou se. 
The hou seholder of today, who has no wood­ 
shed, feels the lack withou t knowing exactly 
what he misses. He pu ts his lawn mower and 
his garden tools in the garage—and, every now 
and then, cru shes them by driving carelessly 
in with his au tomobile. He does what carpentry 
work he has to do in his basement—and loses 
both his patience and his enthu siasm, to say 
nothing of his breath, ru nning u p and down 
the stairs. 
Of cou rse, he does not have to split wood, 
which is something; yet there are far worse 
jobs. Indeed, on a rainy afternoon, when the 
drops patter steadily on the roof of the wood­ 
shed, and the place is filled with that inde­ 
scribable, pleasant odor of wood chips, earth and 
fresh air, and an open door emphasizes you r 
feeling of snu gness by enabling you to glance u p 
from you r dry retreat and see everything drip- 


ping o utside—well, at such times splitting wo o d 
is almo st fun. 
But y o u do n’t really need wo o d to hav e a 
wo o dshed. So me day so me astute real estate man 
is g o ing to disco v er the usefulness o f the wo o d­ 
shed—and he will make a big success by tacking 
o ne o f these little ex tra ro o ms o n ev ery ho use he 
builds/ 


SAFE AND SANE FOURTH 
The campaign for a safe and sane Fou rth of 
Ju ly got u nder way a good many years ago. Ap­ 
parently, however, it is still a long way from be­ 
ing an u nqu alified su ccess; at any rate, 178 
Americans lost their lives last year du ring the 
celebration of their cou ntry’s independence. 
In other words, we seem to be, if not back 
where we started, at least a lamentably long 
way from the goal. One hu ndred and seventy- 
eight lives make a high price for any holiday. 
Ordinarily hu man carelessness is still playing a 
big part in ou r lives. 
' Nevertheless, an examination of the figu res 
show th at the natu re of ou r fatalities is chang­ 
ing, at least. Thu s fireworks, which u sed to 
nu mber their victims by the scores, accou nted for 
only 12 deaths. Au tomobiles, on the other hand, 
took 8 1 lives, and 57 more were lost by drown- 
mg. 
All of this su ggests that perhaps we have been 
pu tting ou r emphasis in the wrong place in 
campaigning for a safe Independence Day. The 
firecracker, the toy gu n and the skyrocket have 
been the chief objects of attack; now, it seems, 
they have become relatively harmless. The au ­ 
tomobile and the bathing beach stand ou t now 
as the holiday’s greatest dangers. 
With the Fou rth of Ju ly approaching, it ap­ 
pears now that the adu lt is the one to be warned. 
Children were not responsible last year for driv­ 
ing the au tomobiles that cau sed the death of 8 1 
persons. 
Perhaps it is time we shifted the campaign to 
a new basis. The firecracker and the kid have 
been its objectives long enou gh.

A man shot from a cannon sus- 


pended from a balloon in mid-air 
will be a feature free attraction 
at the Rush county free fair to 
be held here August 10-14. 


This was determined Monday 


night at a meeting of the fair 
board when a contract was signed 
with the A. L. Dale company of 
Indianapolis to put on this 
amazing act here. The company 
will have two balloons here dur- 
ing fair week and the cannon 
act will be presented during the 
last two days of the fair. For the 
first three days of the fair Dale 
will put on a ' triple-parachute 
stunt from his balloon. 


The balloon is so equipped 


that it will return to earth.im- 
mediately after the parachute 
act has been -pulled" but this 
does not hold true in the cannon 
act. After the man has been fired 
from the cannon, the balloon 
soars away witti the cannon and 
no one can tell where and when 
it will come to earth. This is the 
reason why the company will 
haVe two balloons at the fair 
This stunt was presented at Sey- 
mour last year and the balloon 
was found some time later in 
Kentucky. 


The cannon act has proved a 


great drawing card at other fairs 
and similar occasions. The man 
inserts himself in the cannon 
which is suspended from the bot- 
tom of the balloon. After the bal- 
loon has risen a considerable dis- 
tance above the ground, the man 
is projected from the cannon and 
comes to the ground via a para- 
chute. 


The fair board also decided to 


pay first, second and third prem- 
iums of $5, $3 and $2 on gold 
medal colt club entries at this 
year's fair. There are ten gold 
medal colt club entries in the 
county and these must show at 
a county fair before they are eli- 
gible to participate in the state 
fair.

items manufactured that are 
very dangerous. After chemical 
analysis, the following have been 
banned:—"Victory Globe Flash 
Salutes," "K. O. Flash Salutes," 
"Radio Salutes," "Spit Devils," 
-Sons of Guns," "Devils on the 
Walk" and "Glitta Cracks." 


"These items are very deceptive 


in appearance, seeming very 
small and harmless, but are pow- 
erful .enough to seriously injure 
or possibly kill. In the interest of 
public safety, and especially the 
safety of the children, we are 
asking the co-cperation of man- 
facturers and dealers in this mat- 
ter," Mr. Hogston added. "To 
that end we have prohibited the 
sale or display of the above 
named explosives. Dealers are 
warned not to handle them, and 
Prosecuting Attorneys of the 
state will assist this department 
in prosecuting violators." 


The following rules for the dis- 


play and sale and handling of 
fireworks is effective June 12th. 


1. No fireworks shall be put on 


display before June 20th. This 
display must be done in such a 
way that there will be no danger 
of the goods being exploded by 
the rays of the sun or other 
agency, and under such condi- 
tions that if from any cause they 
are exploded, it will not cause 
the building to get afire. This can 
be done by putting such fire- 
works in a non-inflammable con- 
tamer completely enclosed above, 
below and on all sides, except the 
front, in the display window. 


2. No fireworks shall be dis- 


played, or sold on the streets, 
sidewalks, alleys, yards or vacant 
lots or other such places in any 
city or town of the state.

•TOE WOODSHED PASSES 


It is rather odd, when you stop to think about 


it, that no one has paid much attention so far 
to the/passing of one of the greatest and most 
distinctive of all American institutions—the 
•woodshed. 


A very few years ago the woodshed was a prime 


feature of all American homes—except, of course, 
those of the wealthy, who don't count anyhow. 
But today it is well on the road to extinction. The 
farmer, to be sure, still has his; but will he keep 


. it long, what with the spreading of gas mains, 
electric power lines and synthetic gas tanks to 
the rural regions? The woodshed, obviously, is 
doomed. 


This, in a way, is too bad; for the woodshed 


had its points. It was not only a good place to 
keep and split wood. It was an indispensable, 
all-around handy room; a place where odds and 
ends of things could be stored, a place where 
the head of the house, if handy with tools, could 
make such gadgets as window screens and trel- 
lises for the rose bushes, a place where junior 
could park his bicycle and sister could keep her 
doll buggy. In other words, it was an exceed- 
ingly useful adjunct to the house. 


The householder of today, who has no wood- 


shed, feels the lack without knowing exactly 
what he misses. He puts his lawn mower and 
his garden tools in the garage—and, every now 
and then, crushes them by driving carelessly 
in with his automobile. He does what carpentry 
work he has to do in his basement—and loses 
both his patience and his enthusiasm, to say 
nothing of his breath, running up and down 
the stairs. 


Of course, he does not have to split wood, 


which is something; yet there are far worse 
jobs. Indeed, on a rainy afternoon, when the 
drops patter steadily on the roof of the wood- 
shed, and the place is filled with that inde- 
scribable, pleasant odor of wood chips) earth and 
fresh air, and an open door emphasizes your 
feeling of snugness by enabling you to glance up 
from your dry retreat and see everything drip- 


ping outside—well, at such times splitting wood 
is 'almost fun. 


But you dont really need wood to have a 


woodshed. Some day some astute real estate man 
is going to discover the usefulness of the wood- 
shed—and he wUl make a big success by tacking 
one of these little extra rooms on every house "he 
builds/ 


SAFE AND SANE FOURTH 


The campaign for a safe and sane Fourth of 


July got under-way a good many years ago. Ap- 
parently, however.-it is still a long way from be- 
ing an unqualified success; at any rate, 178 
Americans lost their lives last year during the 
celebration of then- country's independence. 


In other words, we seem to be, if not back 


where we started, at least a lamentably long 
way from the goal. One hundred and seventy- 
eight lives make a high price for any holiday. 
Ordinarily human carelessness is still playing a 
big part in our lives. 


** Nevertheless, an .examination of the figures 


show that the nature of our fatalities is chang- 
ing, at least. Thus fireworks, which used to 
number their victims by the scores, accounted for 


• only 12 deaths. Automobiles, on the other hand, 
took 81 lives, and 57 more were lost by drown- 
ing. 


All of this suggests that perhaps we have been 


putting/our emphasis in the wrong place in 
campaigning for a safe Independence Day. The 
firecracker, the toy gun and the skyrocket have 
been the chief objects of attack; now, it seems, 
they have become relatively harmless. The au- 
tomobile and the bathing beach stand out now 
as the holiday's greatest dangers. 


With the Fourth of July approaching, it ap- 


pears now that the adult is the one to be warned. 
Children were not responsible last year for driv- 
ing the automobiles that caused the death of 81 
persons. 


Perhaps it is time we shifted the campaign to 


a new basis. The firecracker and the kid have 
been its objectives long enough.
